REGISTERING A TRADE NAME

All companies, businesses, partnerships,
associations and individuals in Colorado
using a trade name must register the
name with the Colorado Secretary of
State’s office.

Certain Department of Revenue forms,
such as the Form CR 0100 "Colorado
Business Registration," have fields in
which applicable trade name information
should be entered.

OTHER TRADE NAME INFORMATION

Trade name registration, renewals,
inquiries, and fee collection for trade
names are handled electronically through
the Secretary of State's office at
